EE under Namcd being ( wich many other 0SaiFR W” 
Brethrenz) very ſcnſible of the great Calamity fallen on ma« 
ny Families in this City, by a ſudden and dreadtull Fire which 
happened onthe Second Inſtant at Nighe, with much Regret, 
do fayz we are heartily Sorry for it»which did appear by our 
Endcavours with the reſt of our Neighbours, whar in Us lay to pur a ſtoptoit 3 
As likewiſe the Lofs which ſome of our Friends had in it, ewo of whom having 
almoſt all they had Conſum'd , and others driven from their Habitations by 
ic, amongtt their Neighbours : Now for as much as thar there is a Report thar 
Charles Hall Flax-dreflcr, in whoſe Houſe or Shop it firſt broke forth ; is a 
Quaker, he having formerly come ( as many others do) to our Publick Meet- 
i9gs5 Burin a ſhort time, many of Us had a ſence of the falſeneſs of his Spirits 
and un-Godlinefs of his Converſation : And thereupon Several of Us dealc 
with him, firſt privatcly by Reproofs and Exhortations z Bur ſecing no amend- 
ment, tho' for a time he did Deny, Excuſe, or Subtilly evade to cover himſelf, 
and we are jealous made lycs his Refage : Notwithſtanding a Seuce re mained 
- amongſt Us, that all our Chriſtian care rook no place to reclaim himz from his 
Scandalous Life and Converſation ; But that he rather abounded in Pride-and 
other Wickedneſs, growing ſtil] worſe and worſe, to our great Trouble and 
Grief, and tothe Scandall of che pretious Truth we do profeſs. And thereupon 
ſome Years ſince, Friends more Publikely dealt with him in our ſeverall Meet- 
ings, which Proving incffe&uall, and no Remorſe or Amendment appearing 
bur a Scornfu)l rejeaiing of Councell, &'r. A concerne lying on Us, for che 
clearing the Truth, our Sclves, and Profeſſion, co give forth a Publick Teſtimo- | 
ny of our difowning him, ( as one of Us ) which was done the Sixth day of che 
third Month ( called May,) 1692. Which Teſtimony ſtands Recorded in our - 
Book ; and which ſome time ſince (before this ſad and ro be lamented Fire 
happened, ) was ſhewed to the Lord Major of this Cicy by two of Us; which 
we doubt not but he will own, for the ſatisfaction ot any that may doubc of 
the truth of it 3 And furcher, we hope that all Sober and moderate People to 
whom ſuch falſe and malitious Reports may come, that is to ſay, that a Quaker 
ſec the City on Fire ; will hereby be bercer Informed, and judge according to 
Truth, and notas the prejudiced or Rabble may Report : And we humbly begg 
of God Almighty,to keep both You and Us, it it be his will, from ſuch diſmall 
accidents, and in his fear and Dread all our Days; is the carneſt deſires of Us 
whoare welwiſhers to all Men, norwichſtandiog che falſe Reports we have ( of 
from ſuch as know us not ) may lye under. 
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
